New Credit Controls and Inflation 


Beginning tomorrow, buyers of new 
homes, on which construction was be 
after Aug, 3, will have to hand over higher 
down payments. 

The new controls are for the double 
purpose of curbing inflation and saving 
vital materials for defense purposes. 

For many months now construction 
costs have been rising out of all propor- 
tion to increases in other phases of the 
economy. Housing is one of the strong 
inflationary factors with which we must 
contend. 

To the extent that construction affects 
the inflationary trend, the controls an- 
nounced yesterday will be effective. - They 
are stiff enough to have meaning. They 
will slow down new construction, thereby 
bringing to a halt the unnecessary and 
harmful rise in building costs. 

By the same token, the defense of the 
country will be served, for housing con- 
struction absorbs vast quantities of stra- 
tegic materials needed for the building of 

lanes and tanks and guns. The labor mar- 
et, too, will be affected. More workers 
will be channeled into defense jobs. 

It will be months, however—probably 
next Spring—before the real effect of yes- 
terday’s announcement is felt. 

For that reason the new housing con- 
trols were reasonably safe from a political 
standpoint. There will not likely be any 
repercussions in the November elections. 

In themselves, the new credit controls 
are fine. 

But they do not, by any means, take in 
the entire situation. 

Wages are still going up fast. Almost

Separate But Equal 


School Facilities 


That the Federal courts have no inten- 
tion of ordering Negroes admitted to. white 
schools when equal separate facilities are 
available is indicated in the decision of a 
U. S. District Court in North Carolina. 

The court ruled that North Carolina 
offers equal legal training in a separate 
school for Negroes and refused to order 
the University of North Carolina to admit 
four Negroes to its law school. 

Summing up the reasons North Caro- 
lina won the case, Atty. Gen. Harry Mc- 


Mullan had this to say: “Our success .. .. 
was due to the fact that North Carolina 


has had a long-range policy of carrying

The President has authority to control 
both prices and wages, but Congress so 
wrote the law—and wisely, we think—that 
if Mr. Truman imposes price controls in a 
given field he also must control wages in 
that field. There likely would be unfavor- 
able reaction at the polls in November if 
wage and price controls were imposed now. 
So in Washington there is delay and even 
attempts to play down the importance of 
those controls. 

We saw in the last war, and the postwar 
period, that controls of one segment of the 
economy alone are not effective. There 
must be control of all—or none. 

In the new housing credit controls the 
President, who obviously approved the 
steps taken, admitted inflation is a serious 
threat. He ‘has allowed one portion of 
the economy to be controlled, but continues 
to ignore another which is fully as danger- 
ous, if not more so. 

Inflation does not wait for the politi- 
cally propitious time to strike.

Some progress has been made toward 
equalizing the facilities in the higher edu- 
cation bracket, but much remains to be 
done.

A lower court has found an instance 
where it believes facilities are equal and 
refuses to break down segregation. 

The courts properly are interested only 
in equality of opportunity. But thé courts 
are going to insist upon genuine equality 
and not a spurious one. The course of 
action for Georgia and other Southern 
States is clear.

The writer proceeds to list six participants, 
thereby for the first time giving rise to the question if bridge

“This congenial group had enjoyed several progressions 
when at exactly 12:03 a. m. four uninvited guests appeared at 
the window,” the report continues. “They were Sheriff J R. 
Gtbson, Deputy Sheriff Robert Ragan, and Policemen Z. L. 
Davenport and A. L. Christian. The delightful occasion end- 
ed without refreshments, and the six were instructed to re- 
port Thursday and make bond. Officers would not have 
known that was present had his legs not 
been so long they protruded from under a bed where he had 
taken refuge.” 


Of a less conventional form of reporting is the account, in 
Editor Jack Parks’ personal column, of the Rev. Dwight Burns’ 
inspiring victory over the demon snuff.

Burns showed signs of strain from his 
monumental battle against flesh and snuff, for his face whs 
pale and his lips were dry; but his words packed mew con- 
viction and power by virtue of his having freed himself from 
a painful conflict between his preaching and his personal 
habits. Proof of the sweeping influence this change in Burns 
is ererting lies in his report that he has just about talked his 
wife, Nannie, also into giving up her snuff. If he succeeds in 
getting Mrs. Burns to abstain, then the tobacco manufactur- 
ers had better take notice.”

It’s a sad 
reflection on a young Governor, who has done many things which 
are so outstanding for his State’s progress, to admit that he can- 
not trust his people and their elected representatives to consider 
the true facts and maké a proper choice. 


Too Bad Personally, we like Gov. Talmadge and Mr. Harris, 

but it’s a little sickening to see them constantly 
shadow boxing with the racial issue. When a group of ill-advised 
Atlanta Negroes took the dare voiced by Mr. Harris’ resolution at 
the State Democratic Convention and filed a suit against the Atlanta 
Board of Education, Mr. Harfis’ Augusta Courier and Gov. Tal- 
madge’s Statesman practically danced with delight. 

Gov. Talmadge said he and his father, the late Gov. Gene Tal- 
madge, had been “warning” them “lying, carpetbag newspapers” 
and the people for many years that such a thing was going to 
happen, but theirs was a “voice in the wilderness.” 

Mr. Harris, who apparently has forgotten that he ever asso- 
ciated with former Governors Rivers and Arnall and voted with the 
Georgia delegation in 1944 for Henry Waljace for Vice President 
and carried his only city ward by a majority of Negro votes, uttered 
something about his warnings being ignored.

ae MILLBROOK, N. Y.—The country around 

hay j here is pretty much like rural England and to 

some extent like the bluegrass section of Ken- 

tucky. The white fences and the old-type rail fences give off an 
atmosphere of horses, cattle, and genial living. 

A good deal of stress is laid on riding. In fact, where I am 
visiting, the neighbors support a regular hunt club, with 50 or more 
English fox hounds,'a master of the hunt, everybody properly 
costumed, a master of the hounds, grooms, a horn, and all the other 
trappings of an English club, devoted to fox hunting in the grand 
manner. 


I attended one of these hunts (as a spectator) and wished for a 
return to the figure and vigor of my youth. I thought I noted a 
sense of relief among the" spare horses as it became apparent I 
was not to take part in the hunt. Horses are smart that way. 


I observed a herd of typey Brown Swiss cattle 
for the first time. They are larger and heavier 
than the Guernsey, do not have the beefy look of some of the 
milking Shorthorns, have the color of some Jerseys, from a milky 
white to a dark brown, and produce milk well up in the higher 
brackets. They are good pasture cattle. Kent Leavitt's herd was on 
an alfalfa, ladino, brome-grass mixture and they would fill up 
in about 30 minutes, rest for an hour and then go back to the pas- 
tures for another fill. They are very gentle. 

As with us in Georgia, the Hereford and Angus herds out- 
number the Shorthorns. Guernseys and Holsteins are here in num- 
ber and there are very few Jerseys. Not in this immediate vicinity. 


There are few sheep, unfortunately. It looks like a natural sheep 
country.

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Not Spittin’ Images of Men! 


A fresh little Georgia comedy, mostly for men, may well be rocking the nation 

about now. Georgia women, the wags will chortle, are like women everywhere. 

Ha, ha! They fought like tigers to get the right to serve on juries and the moment 

eS that right was given them, capricious creatures that they are, they no longer 


wanted it! Well, we are here to say ‘taint so. The women who have been fighting 
for their right to serve on the jury are not necessarily the women who got the 


opportunity the other day in White County. And the fact that those women were suddenly and 
unexpectedly plummeted into the limelight and told they might, if they chose, serve on the jury, 
does not mean that they have been officially, legally given the right. 


It merely means that the jury revisers, forced 
by the Supreme Court to put Negroes’ names 
in the box, decided to no longer “discriminate” 
against white women. Even the trial judge him- 
self told the grand jury he was not certain the 
Supreme Court would uphold the right of women 
to serve. He himself favored it. He could only 
hope the higher court would do likewise. 


Of course. those wemen did not serve and 
after thinking it over awhile, we don't much 
blame them. They could have pioneered. 
Their sisters throughout the State would have 
applauded. They could have accepted the 
opportunity, such as it was, and perhaps 
forced the issue to the Supreme Court. 


But why should four simple, timid women in 
a rural county be expected to pop up on Monday 
morning, leave their washing and their children 
and their breadwinning jobs to wage an exhibi- 
tion fight? After all, jury service is a funda- 
mental rikht of the law-abiding, taxpaying citi- 
zen. When all Georgia women may with dignity 
walk into a courtroom and take their position 
in the jury box with men then the responsibility 
will be binding on them to serve. As it was in 
Cleveland the other day, those four women did 
just as perhaps a dozen men did, asked the court 
So excuse them. They were, at that point, not duly 
recognized members of that group of “peers,” 
charged to “well and truly try” a case. They 
were simply curiosities. 

We firmly believe the day will soon come 
in Georgia when women will serve on juries. 


We don't know many women or men either for 
that matter, who actually want to serve. The 
old enthusiasm for being in town during “court 
week” and for discharging the most sacred duty 


of citizenship, jury duty, survives only in rural 
counties. 

But we are convinced that women will make 
honest, intelligent jurors and that they will not 
try to wriggle out of their responsibility when 
the jury summons comes. A thing you can't say 
for many men. 

There is one more thing we hope women 
jurors will do. We hope they will clean up the 
county courthouses up and down the State. The 
housewifely instincts of a feminine juror will 
rebel at spending the day in some of the filthy, 
smelly tobacco juice stained buildings which 
constitute the center of community life in most 
rural counties. Women will recognize the courte- 
house as a symbol of American liberties, the 
ancient stronghold of justice—and they will bit- 
terly resent seeing it defiled by lazy, careless 
men, lounging around the corridors playing 
checkers and aiming brown spittle at the walls.

for endless sterotyped “cheesecake” art for newspapers, offer- 
their bodies te whatever commercial use seemed most inclined 
to please and pleasure menfolks. Posed photos in everyday 
magazines are so unrestrained that an author named Gerald 
Sykes said recently in the magazine Tomorrow that “the as- 
sault on man’s senses by fashion magazines is much subtler 
and farther reaching than an hour in the swankiest hundred- 
dollar bordello.” 

This is far afield from the humble “I beg to be excused” that 
issued from the lips of the women in White County Monday, but 
it does illustrate the same point.

For it has been 
proved that the baby or very small 
child who receives the most metic- 
ulous feeding and bathing and 
resting-care and outing and “bot- 
tled sunshine” and nothing else, 
does not thrive. 

Now that's a sweeping state- 
ment but it’s true. Tried in baby 
hospitals, the infants either did 
not thrive, or they died. Nowadays 
in such places, or in wards where 
babies are sick or convalescent, 
the nurses have orders to talk to 
the babies, pick them up, cuddle 
them, love them. Without love,: 
their bodies, as well as their spir- 
its, aren't whole. 

The poet who wrote long ago 
that: “’Tis love that makes the 
world go ‘round” may have had a 
romantic viewpoint, but as  be- 
tween children and parents it is 
also true; and in a deeper, wider 
sense it is true of all life and all 
human relationships. 


Hunting Season 
Safety Hints 


The cardinal rule for gun 
safety at all times, advises the 
Department of Agriculture, is to 
treat every gun as if it is loaded. 
They advise that guns and am- 
munition in the home should be 
kept out of the reach of chil- 
dren, and that only guns should 
be carried in automobiles or 
taken into camps or homes. 
Bright red caps and jackets 
should be worn by women as 
well as men when on hunting 
trips. They further advise fol- 
lowing these rules issued by the 
Sporting Arms and Ammunition 
Manufacturers Institute: 

Be sure that the barrel and 
action of the gun is clear of ob- 
structions; always carry the gun 
so you can control the direction 
of the muzzle even if you 
stumble; never climb a fence or 
a tree with a loaded gun; be 
sure of the target before you 
pull the trigger; never shoot at 
a flat, hard surface or the sur- 
face of water because the missle 
may glance off; never point a 
gun at anything you do not 
want to shoot; never leave a gun 
without unloading it first.

Baum, chief of Acme News Pic- 
ture Service in Germany, was ar- 
rested by East German police 
Tuesday with his German driver, 
West Berlin police reported. 

Baum and his driver had gone 
out to take pictures of some fox- 
holes dug Monday for machine- 
gun crews by Soviet zone Com- 
munist police in a lonely vege- 
table garden section of the Ameri-|- 
can zone. The Communists were 
said to have retreated hurriedly 
when they learned belatedly that 
they were in the wrong zone. 

Baum and his driver apparently 
had become confused as to the 
boundary lines in the thinly popu- 
lated area and had stepped: across 
into the Russian zone. Excépt for 
the announcement of their arrest 
no further word has been received 
of the two. 

It was the second time Baum 
had been arrested for accidentaly 
stepping across the Soviet border 
line. The Russians arrested tim 
when he arrived here in 1948 and 
went astray in another area of 
West Berlin. He was held only 
briefly at that time. 


61 More Sea Mines 
Spotted by ‘Copter 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—(4)— 
The Navy announced Tuesday that 
a helicopter discovered 61 addi- 
tional mines Monday in the sea of 
Japan off the east coast of Korea. 

The mines were spotted south of 
the Korean port of Wonsan, about 
105 miles north of parallel 38. 

The mine field reported by the 
helicopter is the largest that has 
been mentioned by the Navy. 

The Navy spokesman said a few 
mewly discovered mines were 
floating mines—outlawed by in- 
ternational agreement—but that 
the majority were moored. 

He said some of them appeared 
to be of a very old fashioned type, 
possibly made during‘world War I.
